Cases  of  Sickness  of  all  kinds  have  been  notified,  as  usual,  by  the 
Liverpool  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  Co., 
H.M.  Customs,  Shipowners  and  Medical  Practitioners,  but  the  bulk 
of  information  has  been  obtained  by  the  Inspectors  during  then- 
visits  to  the  vessels  in  port. 

Infectious  cases  are  dealt  with  separately  in  Table  IV.,  and 
non-inf ectious  sickness,  injury  and  death  in  Table  V. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  diseases  notifiable  to  the  Authority  under  this  heading  are 
Smallpox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Membranous  Croup,  Enteric 
Fever  (Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid),  Pneumonia,  Cholera,  Plague, 
Puerperal  Fever,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  Acute  Poliomyelitis,  Acute 
Polio-encephalitis,  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Typhus  Fever,  Relapsing 
Fever,  Continued  Fever,  Trench  Fever,  Dysentery,  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum,  Erysipelas,  Tuberculosis,  Malaria,  Chicken-pox,  and 
Whooping  Cough. 

CHOLERA  PLAGUE  AND  YELLOW  FEVER. 

There  has  been  no  outbreak  during  the  year  under  this  heading, 
either  in  the  Port  or  on  Manchester- bound  vessels. 


SMALLPOX. 

Three  cases  were  reported.  One  being  removed  to  hospital  at 
London.  A  Jascar  on  the  s.s.  “Auditor”  was  removed  to  hospital 
at  Colombo,  and  three  more  lascars  who  had  been  isolated  on  board 
were  removed  to  hospital  at  Aden  as  suspected  cases.  A  lascar  of  the 
s.s.  “  City  of  Brisbane  ”  was  removed  to  hospital  at  Suez  as  a  suspected 
case. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Three  cases  were  reported,  one  being  removed  to  hospital  at 
Durban,  one  to  hospital  at  Colombo  and  one  to  hospital  at  Pensacola, 
the  latter  case  proving  fatal.  The  necessary  disinfection  was  carried 
out. 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Two  cases  were  reported,  one  being  removed  to  hospital  at 
Liverpool  and  one  being  discharged  from  the  vessel  at  Colombo. 

MALARIA. 

Six  cases  were  reported,  one  being  removed  to  hospital  at  Bombay, 
one  to  hospital  at  Colombo,  one  to  hospital  at  Buenos  Ayres,  one  to 
hospital  at  London,  and  two  being  treated  on  board. 

PNEUMONIA. 

Four  cases  were  reported,  two  were  treated  on  board  and  two  left 
the  vessels  and  returned  to  their  homes. 
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CHICKENPOX. 

Eight  cases  were  reported,  one  being  removed  to  hospital  at 
Adelaide,  one  to  hospital  at  Liverpool,  and  six  were  isolated  on  board. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

One  case  was  reported  and  treated  on  board. 

DYSENTERY. 

One  case  was  reported  and  he  was  buried  at  sea.  The  necessary 
disinfection  was  carried  out. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

One  case  occurred,  the  patient  being  removed  to  hospital  at 
Liverpool.  The  necessary  disinfection  was  carried  out  at  Manchester. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Two  cases  were  reported,  one  being  removed  to  hospital  at  Algiers, 
and  one  to  hospital  at  Constantinople.  The  necessary  disinfection  was 
carried  out. 

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA. 

One  case  occurred  and  removed  to  hospital  at  Alexandria,  the  case 
proved  fatal.  The  necessary  disinfection  was  carried  out. 
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The  following  Table  shews  the  Ports  having  communication  with 
Manchester  that  have  been  considered  as  infected  during  the  year  with 
either  Plague,  Cholera  or  Yellow  Fever,  also  the  total  number  of 
vessels  from  each  Port  of  Departure  classed  as  infected  under  the 
particular  heading.

PREVENTIVE  MEASURES  AGAINST  IMPORTATION 
OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  existing  facilities  for  preventing  the  spread  of  diseases  which 
come  within  the  scope  of  paragraph  4  of  circular  372  were  fully  dealt 
with  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1921.  This  part  of  the 
Report  applies  in  its  entirety  to  the  year  under  review. 


RAT  DESTRUCTION. 

During  the  year  there  was  a  distinct  diminution  in  the  total  number 
of  rats  destroyed  on  shipboard.  The  total  number  obtained  from 
ships  was  2,240  and  from  dock  premises  3,116.  On  shipboard  trapping 
accounted  for  1,659,  of  which  number  586  were  from  ships  arriving 
from  Infected  Ports,  and  581  were  destroyed  as  a  result  of  the 
twenty- five  fumigations  carried  out  during  the  year. 

So  far  as  concerns  the  control  of  rats  on  vessels  within  the  Port, 
the  usual  careful  enquiries  have  been  made  by  the  Merchant  Shipping 
Inspectors,  and  all  necessary  directions  given  respecting  measures 
to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  transit  of  rodents  between  ship  and  shore. 
One  ship  has  been  notified  as  infested,  and  no  prosecutions  have  taken 
place  during  the  year.  There  has  been  no  excessive  mortality  of  rats 
reported,  and  no  dead  ones  have  been  brought  to  the  office  of  the 
Authority.  There  were  1,226  special  inspections  made  during  the 
year,  997  by  Inspector  Atkinson  and  229  by  Inspector  Richmond, 
and  448  ships  were  found  without  rat-guards  in  position.  In  addition 
372  re-visits  were  made  to  note  if  and  in  what  manner  instructions 
had  been  carried  out.

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THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (IMPORTED  FOOD) 
REGULATIONS,  1925. 

A  revised  form  of  Imported  Food  Regulations  was  issued  on 
Mcij  cli  22nd,  and  came  into  operation  on  June  1st.  The  former  Foreign 
Meat  Regulations  and  Unsound  Food  Regulations,  which  were  issued 
separately,  are  now  included  together  in  one  set,  which  has  the 
advantage  of  cutting  out  a  considerable  amount  of  repetition.  Certain 
modifications  have  been  made  in  the  regulations  themselves.  Foreign 
Meat  is  now  classified  as  Prohibited  Meat  ”  and  Conditionally 
Admissable  Meat,”  and  a  list  under  each  heading  is  given.  It  will  be 
particularly  interesting  to  this  Authority  to  note  that  lard,  dripping, 
edible  tallow  and  similar  rendered  fats  ”  are  included  among  the  latter, 
t  his  means  that  it  will  not  now  be  possible  to  ship  American  inedible 
grease  from  Continental  ports  to  this  country  for  the  purpose  of 
manufacturing  refined  lard,  nor  will  it  be  possible  to  produce  “  refined 
lard  from  this  class  of  material  on  the  Continent  for  the  purpose  of 
consumption  over  here. 

The  importer  is  now  made  responsible  for  the  landing  of  Foreign 
Meat  which  has  previously  been  refused  admission  as  a  prohibited 
import.  It  is  also  made  quite  clear  that  food  imports  can  be 
inspected  when  delivered  overside  into  barges. 
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THE  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  SHIPS. 

The  number  of  vessels  registered  under  the  Merchant  Shipping 
Act  inspected  during  the  year,  totals  2,069.  Of  these  582  were  found 
with  insanitary  conditions  of  various  kinds.  When  compared  with  the 
numbers  for  1924,  an  increase  under  the  Runcorn  Section  is  noted.  In 
1924  the  Inspections  numbered  2,028,  and  the  defective  vessels  613. 
The  percentage  of  defective  vessels  is  therefore  2.18  lower  for  1925. 
In  the  Manchester  Section  there  is  no  difference  in  the  number  of 
inspections  from  the  previous  year,  but  in  the  Runcorn  Section  there 
is  an  increase  of  41.  The  following  Table  shews  the  total  number  of 
vessels  inspected  in  the  Port,  together  with  the  total  numbers  and 
percentage  of  defective  vessels  each  year,  from  1898  to  1925,  inclusive. 

Mr.  Hadley  and  Mr.  Whalley  have  assisted  in  the  duties  of 
inspection  in  each  section  of  the  Port  as  occasion  arose.

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REPORT  ON  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  CANAL 

BOATS  ACTS,  1877-84. 

For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1925. 


(1)  Two  Inspectors  have  been  appointed  by  the  Authority  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts,  viz.  : — 

Henry  Atkinson,  for  Section  A  (Manchester  to  Latchford)  ; 

Walter  Richmond,  for  Section  B  (Latchford  to  Eastham). 

Both  Inspectors  have  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute. 

No  Inspector  is  required  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  duties 
of  inspections  under  the  Canal  Boats  Acts.  Their  primary  duty  is 
the  supervision  of  shipping  registered  under  the  Merchant  Shipping 
Acts,  and  they  are  only  required  to  inspect  canal  boats  at  such  times 
as  they  can  spare  from  their  other  duties. 

For  the  purposes  of  administration,  the  Port  is  divided  into  two 
sections,  viz.  : — from  Eastham  to  Latchford,  including  Widnes  and 
Warrington,  with  headquarters  at  Runcorn,  and  from  Latchford  to 
Manchester,  with  headquarters  at  Manchester.  Each  section  is 
under  the  control  of  an  Inspector,  who  is  directly  and  solely  responsible 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  proper  supervision  of  his 
district. 

A  motor  boat  is  in  daily  use  on  the  lower  reaches  of  the  canal,  and 
this  enables  the  Inspector  to  keep  under  constant  supervision  canal 
boats  using  the  Port  at  various  points. 

* 

(2)  During  the  year  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  13  inspections 
compared  with  those  of  the  previous  year.  On  the  Runcorn  f  ection 
of  the  canal  749  inspections  were  made,  showing  a  decrease  of  11 
from  the  previous  year’s  number.  On  the  Manchester  section  17 
inspections  were  made,  against  1  9  during  the  previous  year,  a  decrease 
of  2. 
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The  number  of  boats  inspected,  together  with  those  discovered 
infringing  the  terms  of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts,  since  the  Authority
